Born into the family of 
nations in these lattei da\s, receiving from 
foreign countries, inheriting fiom ancient 
rimes the bright and instructive example 
of all tie ; i Jiuii.. i._d -ens, it is the glory 
of America, in the very dawn of her na- 
tional aiMcr.cf , t.) have given back to the 
world many nam* - of which the lustre 
v. i!! ne\er lade, one name of which the 
whole famil}" of Christendom is willing to 
acknowledge the unenvied pre-eminence, 
■ name ol which neither Greece nor 
Rome, nor republican Italy. Switrerland. 
Holland, nor constitutional England, can 
ttoast the rival. "A character of virtues 
fro happily tempered by one another,'" (I 
use the language of Charles James Fox,") 
and so wholly unalloyed bv any vices, is 
hardly to be 'found on the pages of his- 
tory. 

It is delightful to witness the generous 
recognition of Washington's merit, even 
m countries where, from political reason. 
<owe backwardness in that respect might 
have been anticipated. XotwithstandTng 
his leading agency in wresting a colonial 
empire from Great Britain, Lngland was 
not slow to appreciate the grandeur and 
beauty of his character Rufus King, 
writing to General Hamilton, in 1797, 
aays: "Ko one who has not been in Eng- 
land can have a just idea of the admira 
tion expressed among all parties for Gen. 
Washington. It is u common observa- 
tion that he is not only the most illustri- 
ous, but the most meritorious character 
which yet appeared." 

Nor was France behind England in lier 
admiration of Washington. Notwith- 
standing the uneasy relations of the two 
countries at the time of his decease, when 
the news of his death reached Paris, the 
youthful and fortunate soldier, who had 
already u-acLed the summit of his power 
by paths which Washington could never 
have trod, commanded the highest honors 
to be paid to him. A solemn funeral ser- 
vice was performed in the "Invalids," in 
the presence of all that was most eminent 
in Paris. "A sorrowful cry," said Fon- 
tanel, the orator chosen by Napolean for 
the occasion, "has reached us from Amer- 
ica, which be liberated. It belongs to

We regret to record the death of Wil- 
liam T. Porter, which occurred yesterday 
morning at 9^- o'clock, at his residence, 
No 61 Bleecker street. 

Thirty -two years ago Mr. Porter was 
foreman of a printing office in this ci»v, 
and employed Horace Greeley as a com- 
positor. Five years afterwards, he start 
ed a paper depoted to field sports, racing, 
hunting, fishing, and the like, called the 
Spirit of the Times. Its success, for some 
time, was doubtful, but the energy dis- 
plnyed by its editor, and the talent which 
he engaged on its pages, soon gained it a 
wide and ultimately a permanent reputa- 
tion. Mr. Porter (who was a native of 
Vermont, born in 1806) was the second of 
four brothers, who were a!! distinguished 
foi their literary ability. His eldest broth- 
er, Doctor T. O. Porter, about the year 
1845, in connection with Mr. Nathaniel 
P. Willis started a weekly paper called 
i the Corsair, which did not meet with the 
success it merited. Another brother, 
George Porier, connected himself with the 
New Orleans Picayune, and died in that 
city.

. In- ( i ittciiiit-ii Dinner in Woodford. 

We were present, on Thursday last, at the 
.rctt festival in Woodford, givei. by the citizens 
•f that county, to the Hon. J. J Crittenden, as 
evidence of their regard for him as a man, and 
;if their approbation of his course iu the Senate 
of the United States 

The place selected for the assemblage of the 
'•«►:•!<• w; - iu a beau' i ful gtove in the immediate 
viciuity of Versailles, where such preparation 
was made tor their accommodation as was worthy 
the ancient renown of that community for liber 
al. enlightened and open hearted hospitality — 
The day it*elt was auspicious for the occasion . 
It wa* clear, calm, and serene, and that beautiful 
land never looked MM lovely to the eye, and 
never more attractive to the heart. The cause 
itself ol (he assemblage was one of peculiar in- 
terest An aged public servant, born almost 
within sight of the place from which he was to 
speak —h mm whose early youth — whose vig- 
orous manhood and maturer age had all been 
marked bj every tr ue that could grace a gen 
tleman — whose honor was w ithout a stain — whose 
word* were those of eloquence and whose acts 
had been those ol a patriot— who had filled every 
position whether public or piivate, to the fullest 
requirements of virtue, of genius, of courage or 
of patriot - gain in the none ol his boy 

iiood and in the bosom of those who loved him 
with a brothers' love. He was to appear in the 
midst of cotemporary and of hereditary friends. 
A few venerable men who, to use his own beau 
.il'ul language, had rambled together with him 
oarefooted over the virgin soil of this glorious 
region, still survived to welcome him to his and 
their eaily home; while the children sud grand- 
children of the companions of his school -boy 
days pressed forward to greet the man whom they 
had b en taught to revere from their earliest in 
fancy And in addition to this out pouring of the 
people of Woodford, great numbers from the ad 
iacent counties had come up to do honor to the 
for whom this tribute was specially pre 




We cannot pftfaai to be accurate in any es 
timate of the numbers who weie present, but 
beard them variously estimated from 4IMI0 to . r »O0O 
The number of carriages of different descrip 
lions, as reported by one who took the pains to 
count them, amounted to ft'M), and vast numbers 
came »iu horseback and on foot, so that when the 
whole were ronvet.ed. it was such an assembly as 
CiBP.'-'t well lie met with out*ide of the blue- 
grass region of Kentucky. More beautiful 
women certainly this nation does not afford — a 
nobler looking, more intelligent race of men can 
nowhere be found They are, indeed, the fit in 
heritors of this garden of the West. 

Mr. Crittenden was escorted to the grounds 
from the residence of his friend, Mr. Jones, by 
a large number of his friends in carriages and on 
horseback, preceded by a band of music; and on 
his arrival was greeted with the most enthusiastic 
chewing- He was introduced to the company by 
Major Kemp Goodloe in an exceedingly eloquent 
a id impropriate address, iu which he alluded, in 
■ felicitous manner, to the circumstance of Mr. 
Crittenden's having been born in that immediate 
vicinity— of having passed so much of his event- 
ful life in their midst — of his having eujoyed 
their unabated affection through every vicisai 
(ude of his career, and of his being still as much 
■ieio; ed by them now as ever. He then glanced 
rapidly at the principal incidents that had given 
him such eminent distinction among his fellow - 
meu, and dwelt at some length upon the history 
.if the slavery agitation- in Congress aud upon 
jlr CMttSarfsatfegeaal effort to trinquilize the 
e.iuntry by pffering an amendment to the Le 
eompton bill, assuring him that his whole course 
■ i. ihat living occasion was such as had met the 
entire approbation i>f t'.;ose who had known him 
l- ii»est and best, and that they had met to day, 
and in this manner, to express t » him their grati- 
tude for the honor h' had reflected upon Ken 
lucky l<v hi* noble (I <nd in favor of right, truth 
and justice, against fraud, violence and oppres 
«ion. 

To this Mr. Crittenden lesponded at considers* 
t>le length and in his iu«.st forcible and happiest 
manner. Nothiug could have exceeded the 
eful teuderneas with which he alluded to 
as the home of his father and 



the place of his birth, and the recollections which 
his beautiful touches called up brought team of 
sympathy to every eye. To whatever was per- 
sonal to himself he replied with unaffected mod- 
esty, and passed it by as the tribute of affection 
which he could best acknowledge by the quiet 
of his own heart, which was filled with 
ich words of cheer and such tcatf- 
of love from those who he knew ioved 
him too well to flatter him. From this he pass 
ed at once to the great theme of the Constitu 
tion for the people of Kansas, and addressing 
himself to its discussion with all the earnestness 
of one deeply imbued with its magnitude, he ar- 
gued it with the same transcendant ability with 
which he enchained the master-spirits of the 
American Congress. Aud be was listened to 
with the profoundest attention No oue would 
have supposed that this was an assemblage in 
the shades of the forest without rules of govern 
ment or any conventional restraiuts, where some 
disorder might reasonably be looked for But 
each individual listened with snxiety to compre 
hend the great subject and to learn iu true his 
tory. For near two hours his audience stood 
spell bound by his argument and by his unrivaled 
eloquence, and the wish was universal at its 
conclusion that the entire congregated nation 
could have been listeners to his words. All 
were satisfied that in this great era of his life he 
had been true to the cause of justice and of lib 
erty aud of the American Union, and that above 
all he had on that occasion been true to the hou 
or and gojd name of 01 1 Kentucky. We hope 
in our next to give u more extended outline of 
this speech and regret that we have to leave it 
for the present with this brief allusion to it. 

After the speech, the company partook of the 
ample provisions that had been most lavishly- 
prepared by the sj>ontaneous offering of the citi- 
cens of Woodford. When the dinner was over, 
the company again assembled around the stand, 
aud the Hon. George Robertson was loudly call- 
ed upon to address them. Although entirely 
unprepared for such an invitation, the Judge, 
nevertheless, made oue of his able aud slates 
manlike speeches, taking for his theme and as a 
branch or rather foundation of the Kansas 
question, the passage of the Missouri Compro- 
mise — the beneficial results that flowed from it, 
and the evils consequent upon itsrepeal, alluding 
most beautifully to the coincidence that he and 
Mr. Crittenden had entered Congress at the same 
time — he the youngest member of the House of 
Representatives, and Mr. Crittenden the youug- 
est member of the Seuate, and that they two were 
now the only survivors of the bodies to which 
they respectively belonged. We hope that we 
will be enabled to lay before our readers a synop- 
sis of this speech also, and the country will find 
that it, of itself, constitutes an imporUut chapter 
in our national history. 

When Judge Robertson had concluded, Geu. 
Leslie Combs (who had travelled that day, sev 
enty miles iu order to unite with his frends in the 
Crittenden festival) being loudy called upon aro»o 
with all his characteristic buoyancy and iu a 
short impromptu address quickened into most 
joyous excitement the whole assemblage uud sent 
them to their homes well pleased with him — with 
themselves, and with all the incidents of the day . 
We have thus iu a hasty manner thrown out a 
rapid sketch of the occurrences of me day. It 
will be long e'er the memory of the day will pass 
from the minds of those who were so fortunate 
as to be present at the noble tribute to a nobla 
man. 

The Woodford Count* Judgeship — The 
American candidate for Presiding Judge of the 
Woodlord CountyCourt is Mr. William J. Steele, 
a native Kentuckian and uu old citizen of Wood 
ford. Mr. Steele is one of the moat eminently 
respectable aud worthy citixen* of Woodford, 
aud has long borne a high reputatiou for sterl 
ing integrity and an irreproachable private life. 
He is, moreover, a gentleman whose intelligence, 
good sense, and clear, liberal, manly and high- 
toned views, are beyond all cavil. In a word, 
Mr. Steele is fully capable of discharging the 
duties of the position for which his party have 
nominated him, and no exceptions can bo taken 
to him as a man or as regards his qualifications 
to fill the post in a mauner entirely satisfactory 
to his constituents. 

But still Mr. Steele has opposition, and that 
opposition proceeds from a member of his own 
party ; and the worst of it is that, as we under- 
stand, some of the Americans intend to throw 
away their votes upou this volunteer candidate. 
Americans of Woodford, why is this? Is it not 
true that the opponent of Mr. Steele went iuto the 
Convention, and did he not by so doing virtually 
consent to abide bv the decision of that Conveu 
tion whatever it might be? And was he not in 
honor bouud to acquiesce iu the decision of the 
majority, even i hough it was against him 7 We 
trust that the failar.i Americans of Woodford 
will not be found wandering from the strict path 
of duty, nor w ill permit themselves to be blinded 
in t'lis matter. It is evident that the American op- 
ponent to the American candidate expects to be 
elected by Democratic votes, and that he is playing 
into the hands of the Democracy, who adopt this 
trick of creating disaffection in our ranks wher- 
ever we are in the majority.

State conventions of Illinois show that there is 
really no radical difference upou principle be 
t ween the two divisions of the Democratic party 
they represent. Both declare their devotion to 
the principles of the national Democracy— lioth 
profess to sustain the Administiation— both claim 
to be carrying out the principles of the Kansas 
.teoruaka act— both reiterate, in the strongest 
terms, their attachment to the Cincinnati plat- 
form—both accept it S3 the expression of their 
political faith, and the only difference between 
them is in reference to Judge Douglas, and the 
course pursued by him upon the question of the 
admission of Kansas into the Union The dif- 
ference involves more passion than principle, and 
if the division of the Illinois Democracy' is to be 
perpetuated upon it. it must lead to a war of fac- 
tions in the Democratic party of that State, even 
more disreputable and disorganizing than that of 
the '-Shells" in New York, and at last in giving 
the control of the State to the Black Republican 
party. 

Judge Douglas may be said to be responsible 
for this unfortunate schism in the Democracy of 
Illinois, as it grew out of his course upon "the 
Kansas question at the last session of Congress, 
but his opponents in the Democratic party will be 
responsible for its continuance, and for all the 
disastrous results which will be produced by it, if 
it is not speedily harmonized. They are a min- 
ority—a faction, we should sav — arrayed against 
the great body of the Illinois' Democracy, and 
jeoparding its success by making a test of party 
orthodoxy upon a question which has spent itself, 
and which the majority are willing to consider 
as an extinct issue. Under these circumstances, 
persistence in their opposition to Judge Douglas, 
and to the regular nominees of the Democratic 
party, whatever may have been iu propriety and 
its necessity, in its inception, will show a factious, 
disorganizing, and vindictive spirit, and fasten 
upon them the responsibility for all the conse- 
quences which may follow a divi-ion of the 
party. 
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Democracy, says: 

•fOn the Lecomptou questiou, the Democratic 
party is divided so equally, that neither section of 
the party can stand without the assistance of the 
other. Each sections believe its own to be the 
right opinion, and neither is willing to renounce 
its ow n judgment and submit to the arbitrary die 
tation of the other." 

And again: 

"The anti Lecompton Democrats do uot con 
stitute a "small minority" of the party. On the 
contrary, it is yet to be ascertained whether they 
do not constitute a majority. It seems tolerably 
evident, that they command a very large major 
ity in all the North Western States. In a major 
ity of districts now represented bv Democrats 
from the Northern and Middle States, it is very 
doubtful whether a single Lecompton man can be re 
turned to Congress. In Kentucky and Virginia, 
if not in North Carolina and Tennessee, the bal 
ance hangs doubtful between Lecompton and anti 
Lecompton And although the advocates of 
Lecompton doubtless predominate largely iu the 
Gulf States, a strong body of the Democracy 
there are inveterately opposed to the English 
Compromise."
